Washington, December 3.—(Special Cor- 
sspondence.)—Interest {in ‘tomorrow’s 
opening of congress centers in the dispo- 
gition to be made of the case of Roberts, 
of Utah. Under an agreement reached by 
wading republicans who have been tak- 
ing active interest in this case. Mr. Rob- 
erts’s right to take his seat will be chal- 
lenged by Taylor, of Ohio, and he will 
not be allowed to take the oath of of- 
fire. 
A special committee will be appointed 
to take the charge against the Mormon | 
representative under consideration, and 
fnal disposition of the case will be made 
when that committee makes its report. 
In the meantime, he will be on the out- 
side. 
While this method of procedure has 
not been passed upon by a caucus of the 
majority, party-leading republicans, in- 
duding Speaker Henderson, have given ft 
thir sanction and there is no doubt that 
the programme will be carried out. While 
the democrats have not determined upon 
any plan of dction contrary to this, they 
will undoubtedly oppose what they regard 
as an unwarranted and summary pro- | 
ceeding. Major Richardson, the minority 
jeader, does not say what steps he wiil 
take, but in discussing the case with me 
tonight he said: 
Major Richardson Talks. 
“We are just as strongly as anybody 
in favor of upholding the rights of the 
house and of the country against the 
presence in congress of a man who should 
not be there but we feel that there is 
no warrant for the methods to which 
we are told some of the republicans have 
determined to resort. We are, in the 
frst place, in favor of fair play; we be- 
lieve in protecting every man in his con- 
fitutional rights without fear or favor. 
In my opinion the republicans contem- 
plate setting a precedent that will be 
dangerous. More than that, they are 
adopting methods which wil] in a sense 
defeat their ends. The action of the 
house in this case, supposing Roberts to 
be guilty as charged, would have much 
Seater force if the case is proceeded 
with regularly and the man is first ad- 
mitted upon his credentials and after- 
wards expelled by the affirmative vote 
of the house. 
‘If he is guilty the democrats will 
be as quick to vote for his expulsion as 
therepublicans. Although he was elected 
&8 a democrat, there is no disposition 
on our part to make the case a matter 
of politics. On the contrary, we would 
be as quick as anybody to vote in favor 
of expelling him -or anybody else guilty 
of the crime charged against him. We 
believe, however, in regularity, and we 
believe in fair play.”

Washington, December 3.—While the 
session promises to be upon the whole 
a busy one in the senate, the first week 
arobably will be marked by consider- 
able lethargy. Indeed, it would be ex- 
ceptional if any aotual work should be 
On Monday the new senators will 


be done. Ordinarily the president's mes- 
sage is received on the first day of the 
session, but its receipt will be postponed 
for a day this session out of respect tto 
the memory of the late Vice President 
Hobart, whose death Senator Sewell will 
announce. . 

Tuesday little will be done beyond the 
receipt of the annual message, the pres- 
ent purpose being to adjourn immediate- 
ly afitter the reading of -the message to 
give the republican senators an opportu- 
nity to hold a caucus over the reorganiza- 
ition of the committees.

Postmaster General Charles Emory 
Smith Submits Report. 


HE SUGGESTS MANY CHANGES 


Abuse of Second-Class Matter Law 
Is Very Great. 


WASTE OF $20,000,000 A YEAR 


One-Fourth of Volume Paying Sec- 
ond-Class Matter Rates Should 
Go as Third Class. 


Washington, December 3.—The annual 
report of Postmaster General Charles 
Emory Smith was made public tonight. 
Its chief feature is a plea for congres- 
sional action to stop the abuse of second 
class mail privileges, which he says, re- 
sults in an annual waste of upwards of 
$20,000,000. Ihe financial exhibit for the 
fiscal year shows total expenditures of 
$101.632.161, and total receipts of $95,021,384, 
the deficiency being $2,422,747 less than 
last year. The postmaster genera@ says. 

“The most urgent need of the postal 
service is the rectification of the enor 
mous wrongs which have grown up in the 
perversion and abuse of the previlege ac- 
corded by law to second class matter. 
There are many improvements and ad- 
vances waiting development and applica- 
tion; opportunities for speedier trans- 
mission and delivery; flelds for broaden- 
ing the scope of the mail service and 
bringing it closer home to the people; 
possibilities of reduced postage; but above 
and beneath and beyond all of these 
measures of progress which experience 
and intelligence are working out, is the 
redemption of the special concession 
which congress granted for a distinct 
and justifiable public object from the fun- 
gus growth and the flagrant evils that 
have fastened upon it. 

“For this costly abuse, which drag» 
on the department and weighs down the 
service, trammels its power and means of 
effective advancement in every direction, 
involves a sheer wanton waste of $20,000,- 
000 or upward a year. The postal deficit 
for the current year is $6,610,776. But for 
this wrongful application of the second 
class rate, instead of a deficit there would 
be a clear surplus of many millions. It 
is not now proposed to restrict the privi- 
leges of legitimate publications or to mod- 
ify the design of the law, but only to 
bring back its application to its original 
and just scope. It is believed that fully

The 
fire spread with great rapidity and des- 
pite the efforts made to restrain the 
conflagration the entire building was soon 
enveloped in flames. The Thomaston 
fire company did heroic work and, to a 
great extent, retarded the advance of the 
fire, but despite their utmost efforts 
and the aid given by a great numlg-: of 
men with buckets of water the intense 
heat soon set fire to the bales of cotton 
placed between the stores, and the rock 
warehouse owned by Mr. W. A. Weaver 
where more than 1,000 bales of cotton were 
Stored. At this time it was thought that 
the entire town was doomed to destruc- 
tion. The fire rapidly ate its way into 
the inside of the warehouse and alighting 
upon the bales of cotton began to burn 
furiously sending up waves of flame about 
sixty feet high. 

Seeing that this building was doomed. 
the attention of the fire company was 
devoted to confining the conflagration to 
this structure knowing that if the adjoin- 
ing houses, which were built of wood 
and were old ard very combustible, 
Caught on fire the entire block would be 
destroyed. Aided by the stillness of the 
night, by the absence of any broeze.,by a 
heavy frost and the dampness created 
by the recent rains the fire company 
succeeded in checking the flames and 
thereby saving the town. 

About 1,200 bales of colttoa were totally 
consumed, only half of the value of which 
was covered by insurance. Less than 
fifty bales were saved from the burning. 
The rock warehouse was a large and ex- 
pensive rock bujlding. The storehouse 
of W. A, Harp was a wooden one and 
burned with ereat rapidity. Mr. Harp 
carried about $2,500 insurance on his goods 
and store. 

The loss is estimated at nearly $30,000, 
and the insurance will hardly cover one- 
half of the loss sustained. The origin 
of the fire is not known.

The truth is that there is not now 
and never has been any race conflict 
in Georgia. There have been neigh- 
borhood troubles, such as break out 
between the whites in other states, and 
there have been some awful reprisals 
for awful crimes; but there has been 


no conflict between the two races as | 


such. There is war between the whites 
and white criminals, and there is war 
between the whites and black crimi- 
nals. lI urther than this all the trouble 
between the two races exists only in 
the minds of those who contribute 
sensations to the newspapers.

Marcus R. Mayer, who is managing 
Miss Olga Nethersole’s American tour, 
arrived in the city Saturday. Mr. Mayer 
has visited Atlanta many times before 
and has a numebr of friends in the city.

On the return trip a terrific 
snow storm came up and the train ‘was 
biocked halfway between New York and 
Philadelphia, That night, Monday, Mile 
Sara was in a perfect humor until ghe 
discovered that Mlle. Columbier was late. 
Then she began to fret and fume. We 
kept the curtain waiting until 9 Q’clock; 
and thén she decided not to put on 
‘‘Camille’ and in a moment's notice or- 
dered the scenes changed for ‘‘Phedre’”’ 
instead, The next day when Mlle. Co- 
lumbier arrived her explanations were 
not heeded and she ‘was fined 1,000 francs. 
The upshot of this was that she published 
the noterious book against Mile. Bern- 
‘Madame Barnum.’ This book, 
as you may remember, resulted in Bern- 
hardt horsewhipping ‘her. 

‘‘/hiladelphia seemed 
nah. The next year we returned in 
Lent. The Second Street Theater where 
we were Playing was miserably heated, 
and the stage was as cold as Iceland's 
chilly mounts. In the second act of 
“Frou Frou’ Bernhardt walked deliber- 
ately from the stage and said to the 
stage manager: 

‘* ‘It is too cold—I cannot play any longer.

I ran over to 
Mrs. Langtry’s hotel] and knocked several 
times at her door’ getting no reply, I 
opened the door and ‘was surprised to see 
Mrs. Langtry standing on the balcony 
calmly gazing at the flames that were 
fast licking up the building. 

“Do you know what building that is? 
I asked. 

‘““*Yes.’ said Mrs. Langtry, ‘ts the Park 
avenue theater.’ 

‘‘ ‘It’s pretty tough luck to lose all your 
fine costumes and scenery,’ said I. 

‘*You think so?’ she replied with ap- 
parent ‘indifference. ‘On the contrary 
I was jvst thinking how lucky I am not 
to be in one of those costumes that is 
burning. Come on and get some supper; 
I’m hungry as a wolf!’ 

“Patti, of all the people with whom 
I have Deen associated, was certainly 
the most even tempered and the most 
kindly. She never heard of a case of 
destitution but she did not want to con- 
tribute something. 1 remember once a poor 
woman had told Patti a particularly 
pathetic tale and the diva had ‘burst into 
tears. She cried for over an hour that 
morning, and when the time came for 
her to give an afternoon concert, she 
was unable to do it. We dismissed the 
audience, telling the people that Patti 
had a sore throat—when as a matter of 
fact, Patti, from crying so hard had 
made her throat swell, just as a lump

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Washington’s Wedding Pomp. 

The Ladies’ Home Journal: In a suit 
of blue and silver with scarlet trimmings 
and a waistcoat of white satin, embroid- 
ered, with buckles of gold on his knee 
garters and on his shoes, his hair pow- 
dered and by his side a dress sword, the 
bridegroom (Washington) towered above 
most of his companions. Mrs. Custis, 
his bride, did not reach higher than his 
shoulders when she stood with him be- 
fore the old Episcopal clergyman in his 
full canonicals. ‘The mistress of the 
white house wore a costume which had 
also come from London. In her hair 
and ears were ornaments of pearl; she 
wore white satin slippers, and on the 
buckle of each was a diamond. The 
sprightly little matron, with light brown 
hair and hazel eyes, had a plump and 
pleasing figure, an easy and graceful 
carriage, a comely face and fine shoul- 
ders: and with her three bridesmaids, 
and with the fine women of the faml- 
lies of the neighboring domains in at- 
tendance, there was a splendid display 
of the charms and graces of Virginia 
womanhood. 

Nor were the men less distinguished. 
The country gentlemen in their gayest 
raiment and the provincial officers from 
Williamsburg in their uniforms were 
headed by the gallant Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Fauquier. Around him stood a 
group of English officers, hardly less 
showy in their trappings, together with 
members of the legislature and other 
civilians. When the bride entered the 
coach, which was bright with the Wash- 
ington colors of red and white, and 
drawn by six horses guided by black pos- 
tilions in livery, the bridegroom did not 
enter with her. There was his favorite 
horse, with his tall body servant holding 
the reins and waiting for him to mount. 
When Washington mounted the richly 
caparisoned charger he rode‘by the side 
of the bridal coach, closely followed by 
a cortege of gentlemen on horseback. 

Although one of the most interesting 
events in Washington’s private life, his 
wedding has been comparatively neglect- 
ed by the majority of his biographers. 
It is generally agreed that the ceremony 
took place on the 6th of January (or the 
Mth of January, new style), 1759. But as 
to whether it was performed in St. Pe- 
ter’s church, in New Kent county, or at 
the home of the bride, known as _ the 
‘‘white house,’’ there is a wide variange 
of opinion. The weight of local authori- 
ty is against the belief that it occurred 
in the church, nor is there any record 
in the church indicating that the couple 
were married there, although its rector, 
Rev. Mr. Mossom, who had been in the 
pulpit for forty years, solemnized the 
contract. On the other hand. those who 
insist that the clergyman officiated in 
the church point to accounts that Wash- 
ington rode on horseback on the day 
of the wedding, and that the pair were 
attended by a bridal cavalcade, as evi- 
dence that there was a journey between 
the church and the home of the bride. 
This, however, is offset by the conjecture 
that the cavalcade was escorting the 
couple immediately after their marriage 
to Mrs. Custis’s house in the town of 
Williamsburg, or to ‘Mount Vernon, and

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Guide Post of a Blind Man.

There is a blind man living in the heart 
of tthe old quarter who walks nearly 
every day to a little restaurant near Ca- 
nal street. The distance each way is 
from sixteen to twenty blocks, according 
to his route, and to see him sauntering 
carelessly along one would never suspect 
his infirmity. 

Talking yesterday with an inquisitive 
reporter he declared that he saw with his 
nose and feet, and this was the way 
he explained it: “‘When a@ man has his 
sight,’’ he said, ‘‘the smells of the street 
are all mixed up, but when he’s blind 
he learns to separate them. The smells 
of the shops are almost as plain to me 
now as the signs used to be over the 
doors. Some of them you would hardly 
suppose to exist. Take a dry goods 
store, for instance, ft smells of cloth, 
and has a very pecullar odor, Iron and 
tin have smells of their own, and I can 
tell a hardware store immediately. I 
pass two book stalls nearly every day, 
and I scent them yards off by the old 
books. Then gthere are a great many 
indescribable o@ors by which I know this 
place and that. Of course, my feet are 
my principal guide, and I’ve been over the 
same ground so often that I have learned 
every inequality by heart, but | couldn't 
get along with either nose or feet alone. 
They work together, and where one fails 
the other helps out. Between them they 
make very good eyes. The secret of my 
stepping out is this: I’ve learned how to 
stop. People who can see hurl themselves 
forward like locomotives. That's why the 
shock is always so unexpectedly violent 
when you collide with another person. 
I put no extra power whatever in my 
movements, and if the toe of my boot 
touches some unknown obstacle I stop 
stock gtill instantly.”

During the Ohio campaign Secretary 
Hay wrote a letter to Chairman Dick, 
which was much criticised at the time, 
but which contains some 
declarations in line with the subject made 
alive by the colonial secretary's remarks. 
Today, in referring to that letter, Mr. Hay 
reiterated his position then taken and said 
with much emphasis that the statements 
therein contained held now just as much 
as thev did then.

There is no 
alliance with England, nor with any 
power under heaven, except those 
known and published to the world, 
the treaties of ordinary international 
friendship for purposes of business and 
commerce. No treaty other than these 
exists: none has been suggested on 
either side: none is in contemplation. 
It has never entered into the mind of 
the president nor of any member of 
the government to forsake, under any 
inducement, the wise precept and ex- 
ample of the fathers which forbade 
entangling alliances with European 
powers.

But they seek to make capital in this 
campaign out of the undeniable fact 
that our relations with England are 
more friendly and more satisfactory 
than they have ever been before. It 
is hard to take such a charge serious- 
ly: and if it is. taken seriously, how 
can it be treated with patience?

Georgians at Manila. 

No news has been received from the 
Twenty-ninth infantry, Colonel Hardin's 
Georgia regiment, since its arrival at 
| Manila. The telegraphic dispatches told 
| of the safe arrival of the regiment with- 

out any casualties, but since then there 
| has been nothing official, It takes about 
| six weeks for mail advices to reach the 
war department from out at Manila, and 
| there has of course been nothing. 

At the adjutant general's office I was 
told today that the regiment will proba- 
| bly re brigaded with others under Gen- 

eral Grant and sent to the southern part 
{of Luzon. There no certainty about 
| this, as all the details are in the hands 
| of General Otis, but this is regarded by 
|General Corbin as the most likely step 
| to be taken. The department knows that 

the regiment is with neither General Mac- 
| Arthur, General Lawton nor General 
Young. 

Otis has sent advices of a proposed 
| expedition to lloilo and the other islands 
in that part of the group. It is possible 
| that the Georgians may be sent on that, 
_but the general idea here is that the 
| regiment will be with Grant. 
| The official records only show that the 
regiment was mustered in at Fort Mce- 
Pherson; that it left there on September 
22d; that it arrived at San Francisco 
on September 28th; that it sailed on the 
Zelandia and the City of Para on October 
| oth, and arrived safely at Manila on 
| November 2d. No casualties oceurred on 
| the trip out. 

There have been few casualties on the 
| outbound trip. Most of those that have 
| occurred en voyage have been on the 
| return, which the officials attribute to

Sir: In reply to your letter. Many years 
ago a certain Jew who was a robber and 
persecutor of our people, attacked me in 
| the newspapers for having discussed his 
| OQutrages on the stump. It is possible, 
| though I do not remember the fact, that 
| in speaking of him | may have called him 
' a ‘dog of a Jew.’ The Bible contains such 
epithets against Jews who have disgraced 
their race and | probably made such a 
| quotation. If | did, it was because this 
man had dishonored a race that produced 
Moses and our Savior. 
“If | had said he was ‘a dog of an In- 
| dian’ perhaps | would not have been crit- 
# icised, because that expression would 
| rave applied to a race who have no votes 
and no great history and The Tribune 
' would (have spared me of its lofty censure. 
‘The world owes Savior to this 
great chosen family, and I. could not. 
while I am sane, reproval upon 
such a race by ‘designating one man, who

CHAPTER XII. 

Governor Brown Re-elected: Some of the 
Fruits of His Wise Administration of 
Public Affairs. Attitude Toward Ag- 
gression of Anti-Slavery Crusade. 
Growth of Abolition Sentiment in the 
North, Feeling in Georgia Strongly in 
Favor of Secession in the Event of 
Continued Aggression. John Brown’s 
Raid at Harper’s Ferry. Howell Cobb 
Indorsed for President and Subsequent- 
lv Rejected on Account of His Union 
Sentiments. 

In June, 1859, when the Georgia demo- 
cratic convention was assembled, Govern- 
or Brown was triumphantly renominat- 
ed for the office, which he had so ac- 
ceptably occupied. So unanimous was 
his popular re-indorsement that it seem- 
ed as though his unimpeded return to 
the chair of state was a foregone con- 
clusion. Such, however, was not the case; 
as in the sequent August a  hetero- 
geneous conclave, which was styled an 
oppositién convention, was held in At- 
lanta. The delegates composing that body 
had been chosen irrespectively of polit- 
ical antecedents; their claims to selec- 
tion being solely based upon their in- 
tense antagonism to the party in power. 
The standard bearer of this convention 
was Hon. Warren Akin, of subsequent 
note as confederate congressman, whose 
half-hearted campaign against his pow- 
erful adversary culminated in the fall in 
the latter’s continuance in his position 
by increased majorities. Governor 
Brown's second inauguration was solemn- 
ized under far different auspices from 
those which attended his former induc- 
tion. Before; he was entirely unknown 
and his pretensions to the general re- 
gard had yet to be established. He was

| “Our fathers consented to enter the con-

federacy of these states only upon terms 
of perfect equality, and we, as their sons, 
would be unworthy of our sires if we 
consented to remain in the confederacy 
a day longer than this principle of equali- 
ty is recognized. . . . I love the union 
of these states, and am prepared to make 
every reasonable sacrifice to maintain 
it, so long as it does not violate the 
rights-of my native south, But should 
the two come into conflict, I love the 
rights of the south more, and am pre- 
pared to defend them at any sacrifice 
and at every hazard. In the present con- 
dition of affairs I would advise the citi- 
zens of Georgia to stand united with 
the national democracy, so long as they 
continue to stand by her rights, and to 
protect them in the union. But should 
this organization be broken down and 
her constitutional rights be denied, and 
her equality in the union destroyed, I 
would then advise her citizens to strike 
for independence out of the union—and 
to pledge each other ‘their lives, their 
fortunes and their most sacred honor,’ 
never to forsake each other till trium- 
phant success shall have crowned their 
efforts.”” Such were the courageous ex- 
pressions of him who would soon be 
required to preside over the destinies of 
the commonwealth through all the dis- 
tractions of a mighty revolution. 

The year 1859 was an eventful one in 
national annals. During its continuance, 
the “irrepressible conflict’’ between the 
sections was steadily maturing. In the 
north, the agitation of slavery had been 
strenuously renewed, the republicans be- 
ing now outspoken in their determination 
to compass its speedy and complete ex- 
tirpation. At the south, on the contrary, 
public sentiment in regard ‘to that dis- 
tracting question was at white heat, and 
the mere mention of abolition was a fire- 
brand to discussion. Compromises were no 
longer considered, and the martialed 
pros and cons 
of the great slavery controversy—were 
sternly confronting each other in antici- 
pation of the early clash which must 
inevitably occur. This overshadowing is- 
sue upon the triumph or final overthrow 
of which alone depended the possible so- 
lution of existing difficulties-fhe des- 
tined wedge to cleave the heart of Amer- 
ica—was not of recent growth, but had 
been a gradual development. Ever since 
the Missouri compromise of 1820, the abo- 
lition storm had been in siow process of 
formation and now that its full strength 
was attained.

Out of the whole number of 343 
members of the Atlanta bar, I have heard 
of scarcely a baker’s dozen who have 
been charged with the crimé of barratry, 
but these few, with their han- 
dling of the law, have stirred up much 
mischief and tainted the whole bar. 
‘“‘Again, I have been chided by a num- 
ber of lawyers with the question, ‘Why 
don’t you get some of the big fish? Some 
of the worst shysters in town are among 
those that pose a big lawyers.’ My reply 
to them is that ‘the grand jury cannot go 
on hearsay; they must have evidence, and 
if you know of any violators of the law 
against barratry, why don’t you present 
them to the grand jury, with evidence?’ 
They almost inviriably reply, ‘Oh, I don't 
wish to pose as a purifier of the Atlanta 
tar,’ and thus the guilty go unpunished. 
I will venture to say that there was 
never empaneélied before in Fulton county 
twenty-two braver men (to say nothing of 
the twenty-third), or men that are more 
determined to dv their duty, without fear, 
favor or affection, than the present grand 
jury. I have no doubt that if sufficient 
evidence was brought to them, they would 
without hesitation present any one that 
came before them, whether he be an 
eighty -foot whale or a one-inch minnow.

Chancellor Hill Delivers Able Address 


at Y. M. ¢. A. Hall. 


CONTRACTS MADE WITH GOD 


Thoughtful Comparison 
Contracts with God and Man. 


BIBLE WRITTEN FOR NINETEENTH CENTURY 


Chancellor Hill Tells of the Debts | 


and Promises We Make with 
God and How Few Are Kept. 


Chancellor Walter B. Hill, of the state 
university. delivered a short but earnest 
talk to men in the auditorium of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association yes- 
terday afternoon, speaking ‘to one of the 
audiences ever crowded into the 
hall. The subject of Chancellor Hill's ad- 
dress was ‘‘Religion as Judged by Busi- 
ness Principles,” and the speaker began 
with the statement that he proposed to 
talk business exclusively. He made a 
thoughtful comparison of 
between business promises in 
ress world and thé promises 
God. In part he said: 


The funda‘nental principle of basiness is re- 
iiability or honesty, for without that quality 
no business transaction can’ be’ made, and so- 
clety would find itself in w helpless state. 
Ccntracts and promissory notes would not be 
werth the paper they are written on without 
the existance of honest intentions on the part 
of the man who signs them. 

Are there not promises that are made to God 
48 well as promises made in business life? I 
think so, and you will find that they are made 
under varying circumstances, on the sick bed 
when thought of all else but life and death is 
driven out, then are we apt to and do often 
make .promises to God. When some one very 
dear to us is lying at the reint of death we find 
ourselves ready to prom‘se Goi almost anything 
if He will but spare the life in danger. 

In hours of personal peril and in positions 
where the chance of life is minimized as in a 
hattle men often enter int> promises with their 
Maker. I once heard of a commander who cx- 
acted from all his men before leading them 
into battle that the lives spared hy the Al- 
mighty Hand would be given up for his servize. 

I think that Bob Ingersoli would have prayed 
in a Georgia cyclone 

Thus we see that in hours of danger prayers 
often cecntaining promises are wrung from us 
and we may treat it 4s an accepted fact that 
men who make promises in the business worl 1, 
make premises to God, time and time again in 
the course of a life. 

Like the promises of Lancelot, ‘‘these prom- 
ises as born of sickness could not live,’’ and are 
in nearly every case we know, forgotten when

Why cannot these bedside promises to 
God be kept? Why !s 't that a man hasn't the 
same respect for a debt to God that he 
for an obligation in the business world?

Men’s Christian Association man, but I am 
herest and I pay my dcbts.’’ I deny it. I deny 


| that such a man is honest, for he ignores the 
|most sacred debt ever cohitracted by him, his 
| debt to God. 


If we make provision against possible earth- 
ly contingencies, why should we not make prep- 
aration against the coming of a certainty— 
death. If the store belonging to one of our 
neighbors who has no insurance is destroyed by 
fire and everything contained in it is lost, he 
would call himself a fool, and the chances are 
that all his neighbors would call him a fool. 


Yet in this state of unpreparedness, with ears |

VAUGHN ARRESTED 


He Is Held on the Charge of Disorderly 
Conduct. 


OFFICER TELLS OF BURNING 


—— 


Saye Vaughn Had Some Domestic 
Trouble. 


TALK @F A MORE SERICUS CHANGE 


Vaughn Talks Freely—His Sftte of 
the Affair—What the Officers 
Have To Say. 


The homa of Charley Vaughn, a white 
mechanic in the employ of the DeLoach 
Mill Company. of ‘this city, at 17 Bell- 
wood avenue caught on fire and was 
badly burned vesterday afternoon at 5:10 


o'clock. while Vaughn was said to be un- 


der the influence of whisky, and now he 
is locked in the police station on the 
charge of disorderly conduct. 

‘Behind the burning of the house and 
the arrest of Vaughn Hes a story replete 
with pathos. It is said that Vaughn and 
his wife do not enjoy ‘the happiest do- 
mestic life possible. On yesterday ‘there 
was some trouble between the two, which, 
according to the story told Call Officer 
Garner by other officers who were at 
the house when it burned and who helped 
to arrest Vaughn, is as follows: 

“In the afternoon Vaughn went to 
his home nearly drunk,” Officer Garner 
said, “and had a quarrel with his wife. 
He raised? such a row that she left the 
house and went to Pearce’s drug stor, 
near by, to deek protection from her hus- 
band. She had been ithere but a short 
time when he came in and began to 
abuse her. He cursed her and tthe clerk 
in the store and left. 

“Mrs. Vaughn then went tto the home 
of H. M. Humphries, her e@on-in-law, 
and remained there. When I went to the 
fire.” continued Officer Garner. “I was 
told bv several citizens to arrest Vaughn, 
as it was thought the had something ‘to 
do with the burning. So I went to look 
for him. but found he had been arrested 
by Officer Sheridan.” 

The house was badly burned, the roof 
being entirely destroyed ithough nearly 
all ithe household effects were removed 
without much damage. 

Vaughn’s Story of the Affair. 

Mr. Vaughn was seen at the police bar- 
racks last night by a Constitution re- 
porter and gave out the following as his 
story of the ‘trouble: 

‘“T went home ijate to dinner tthis after- 
noon, and my wife and sister-in-law got 
mad. They began to try to raise a row 
with me. but I would have nothing to 
do with them. for I do not quarrel with 
any one. Then they left ‘the house with 
my baby. I went up to the drug store 
at the corner of Marietta street, and 
found my wifo and baby in the store. 
I told her to take the baby and go back 
to the house, and not be cutting up any 
such a way. She said she would, but in- 
stead of doing so she went tto ithe home 
of my son-in-law. Humphries, on Bell- 
wood avenue. I then went on up the 


| street with some fellows. 
and made a fine im- 

| of a meat market on Marietta street, near 
'the store, with George Lake, Press Wil- 
/son and some other fellow. and had been 
|for an hour or $ more. 


“After awhile I was standing in front 


when somebody 
came running by yelling fire. Some one 
sald my house was on fire, and I ran 
home. Then I went to the house of 
Humphries, and was there at the door 
when arrested,’ 

‘“T had not been home in some séveral 
hours, and Knew nothing of the house 
being on fire. It {s all my wife’s and 
sister-in-law’s fault I am locked up, and 
if they want to run over me tthis way, 
I am giad the house did burn, for then 
I can leave them alone..”’ 

While the officers have not yet decided 
whether or not they will prosecute 
Vaughn for being implicated in the burn-
